Small amounts may be sent 
in U. S. Postage stamps. 

CASES AND PACKING. —These are furnished free of charge, except 
in special cases. We use the most improved methods in packing as lightly 
as possible consistent with safety. All goods are shipped at the reduced 
rate, 20 per cent, off regular merchandise rates. In the absence of special 
instructions we use the best information obtainable for customer’s benefit, 
per express. When goods are ordered shipped by freight, they are sent so 
only at purchaser’s risk. 

ERRORS AND DAMAGES .—When such occur, customers will con¬ 
fer a favor by advising us at once by mail, and if the fault is ours we will 
cheerfully correct it, but I cannot be responsible for damage in transit. 

C. O. D. —Orders must have at least half the amount accompanying 
them as a guarantee of good faith, otherwise the goods will not be sent. 
No deviation from this rule. 

TERMS .—The prices herein quoted are net cash, 30 days, unless 
otherwise agreed upon before the goods are shipped.

The single 
flowers, which are produced in close heads, are nearly two inches in diameter, 
bright rich pink, with almost a white center, which lightens up the orange red 
stamens, producing an effect which, combined with fragrance, makes it one of the 
most valuable roses in cultivation.
